TO CUT HIGH COST 


IS BAKERS' ADVICE

Milwaukee, Oct. 41.—Bread is to be 
tae medium, through which the first 
telling blow at the high cost of living 
la to be struck, if the plan of the Wis- 
consin Master Bakers' association con- 
vention does not go awry. 
This was indicated today in the ad- 
dress of President Joseph Poehlmann. 
Mr. Poehlmann 
offered suggestions 
which he believes will be adopted by 
the association and 
which will, he 
said, allow the public to 
purchase 
bread at a price much lower than has 
been known for two years. The recom-' 
mendations of the head of the associa- 
tion are: 
•"'Tie 
making 
of a universal ten 
cent loaf, with the abolition of -the 
cheaper loaf. 
"The appointment of a federal com- 
mission to probe the price raises on

"To stop the custom; of exchanging 


old bread." 
"With the ever increasing- cost o 
materials used by the industry," sai 
Mr. Poehlmann, "and the public preju 
dice «f a corresponding increase in 
the price of bread, the baiter is place.

no relief in sight." 
Mr Poehlmann in 
recommending 
the universal ten cent loaf, pointec 
out where it would reduce the price 
of bread to the consumer about twen 
ty-five per cent. The ten cent loaf, he

Rumania'* Entrance In War and Lack 


of Support From United States 


Cause for Halting Work.

Belgrade, via London, Oct. 11.—The 
food 
supplies of the American Red 
Cross relief commission will be ex-' 
hausted by the end of November, and 
the commission's relief work in Serbia 
will then cease, according to Dr. Ed- 
ward Stuart, director of the commis- 
sion. Rumania's entrance 
into the 
war, making it impossible to get food, 
and lack of support on part of the 
people of the United States are given 
by Dr. Stuart as responsible causes. 
So far 3,180 tons of food have been 
distributed about Belgrade, in addition 
to ten carloads of clothing. The numl- 
bers of persons dependent upon the 
commission 1st 36,000. 
The 
Austrian 
government has 
arranged to supply 
free food to 10,000 people after the 
commission ceases its work and will 
peneion 
another 
10,000. This 
will 
leave 16,000 unprovided for. 
Dr. Stuart stated today that the 
Red Cross had been able to tide the 
needy Serbians over the bad times, 
while crops were growing, and that 
food was rather plentiful in Serbia 
now, 
although 
clothing was much 


needed. 
The commission will return to the 
United States early in December.
